They
stated that they saw Whalen outside
tho hou9e when they hoard tho shot
fired and that they accompanied him in-

to tho house.
As far as is known, Abernathy leaves

no relatives in this part of tho country,
although it is said that he has relatives!
in Ireland, who will probably tako
chnrgo of the estate, valued at several
thousand dollars.

thetic values, may now turn to it and
enjoy its vcousoliation, for the cob i

now made with amber mouthpieces and
other adornments which enhance its
price until one may pay $7.50 or even
more for a pipo made from tho common
corn cob. Related to tho pipe on ac-

count of its huinblo origin, is the Boer
calabash pipe. The department of ag-

riculture has thought it worth while
to issue a special bulletin on tho cala-

bash pipe. This pipe is not an inex-
pensive article. It costs from $S to
$12, and although the Boers have sought
to prevent tho exportation of tho seeds
of the gourd vine producing tho mater-

ial for the calabash pipe, there is now a

supply of seed in this country and the
department of nericulture is prepared
to give 'information (in circular 41 of
the bureau or plant industry- - on now
to act the seeds, crow the plants and
make the pipes. It states that "tho
pipes are graceful and distinctive in
snape, no two Doing cxacuy amie. ini'j
color like meerschaum and aro deligh-
tful." Hand work is necessary in tlieir
manufacture.

It is no unheard of thing for families

who have lived in a house until it is
neither clean nor habitable to overcome
tho difficulty by moving into another
dwelling; but it is much less common
to hear of a whole community adopting
tho samo plan. This, however, was the
method by which tho Japanese solved
tho problem of providing sanitary ac-
commodations for tho inhabitants of a
filthy and unsanitary town.

When the Japanese assumed control
of tho island of Formosa they had to
meet the samo difficulties that confront-
ed our own government in some of the
Cuban cities just after tho war with
Spain. In Formosa, as in Cuba, the
centers of population were for centuries
breeding places for pestilence, without
even the rudiments of a sanitary sys-
tem.

The Japanese at once turned their at-
tention to remedying conditions from
which their own soldiers as well as tho
ordinary inhabitants must inevitably
have suffered.

Tho task, everywhere difficult, seemed
to have been deemed at first impossible
of accomplishment in at least ono in-

stance. Tcukcham, an important center
of trade, was found too d.rty to be
made even moderately healthful. It was
decided that it would be cheaper and
easior to remove tho inhabitants to an-
other site. Accordingly tho forty thou-
sand people of Teukchani wero ordered
